both sides, on aceount of the reputation b hal
mada in his spesch on tho Koberts cuso six
woeks ago, on which occasion he uiso fonnd
himse!f In opposition to the majority of his
party, To-day he was more effective than
on that ocoasion, and  wis in aceord
with tho entire minority and a scors or

more of his political colleagues He spoke
pearly two and a halt hours, holding tho
entire audicnce on  floor and  galleries 1
closeat attention throughout. His delivery is
unique and effective, his attitwls being of
indifreronce aud deflance o turn, atd his

apeech orisp, cloar and deeisive, tho senteices
often belug broken by a distinet pause he
tween two words of the same phrase With
wit. saroasm and eloquenca he nssailod the
position of the majority of the Committee on
Ways and Means, declaring it to be unwar-
ranted and unconstitutional.

THE ISLANDS SPAINY CLAINS MHAVE
NOI BEEN REIURNED TO HER,

Germuny Belleved to He Behlud Spain In
Her Clalms to Sibutu aud Cagnyan Sulu
The Islands Are of Strategical Impors
tunce and Our Government Still Holds
That They Are American Territory,

WasHiNaTON, Feb. 23,~The Government has
reason to suspect that Germany is behind the
Bpanish Government in its clalm that the
islands of Ributu and Cagayan Sulu, which
wers not fncluded within the bounds of the
Philippine territory described in the Paris
treaty, were not transferred to the United
States with the rest of the Philippines, and
thoerafore remain the property of Spala. Some
consideration to Spain's reprosentutions wis
#iven by the President and the Cabiuet at their
mesting to-day, and after the meeting THE
RUN reportar learned from o Cabinet officer
that the statement that the United States would
withdraw its authority over the Islands was an
error. Ou the contrary, the Governmeut ad-
heres to its previous conteuntion that both
islands were transforred to the United States
by the treaty of Paris, No answer has been
made to Spain’'s representations

While contending that the islands are Ameris
onn territory, the Government is making in-
aulries with a view to reaching a definite con-
clusion as to the justice of the Bpanish repre-
sontations, so it cannot be snid with eertainty
at this time that Sibutuand Cagayan Suln will
be retained, German officials have been mak-
ing inquirios very reccntly about the owner-
ship of the islands in question, and the fact
that these fnquirics were vractically coineident
with Bpaln's representations looking to their
return to her, is reqarded here as signifieant,
Both islands are strategically lmportant.
Sibutu commands the passage between British
Borneo and the Sulu archipelago, and would
be excooding valuuble us a naval station for
a uation Omrmlnxr in the Philippines in
a war with the United States, umnvn?.
further north, commands the Mindoro Sea, It
isa central point in that body of water, and
would make an excellent base of operations
againat the Philippines,  Rear Admiral R. B,
Bradford, Chiet of the Naval Bureau of Fquip-
ment, who was the stratexical advieor of the
American Peace (Commissioners in Paris, saw
Secretary Hay this aftarnoon, and it is under-
stood that he laid befors the Secretary the fm-
portance of the possession of these islands to
this Government, :

Spain's claim to Cagayan and Sibutu is
pased primarilyon the faet that the hound-
aries described in the ’muee treaty of the
Philippine territory tronsferred to the United
Stutes did not embrace theso islauds. In sup-
port of her clalm to sovereignty over them
Spain points to & treaty with Great Britain,
concelnded several years ago, by which Spain’s
authority over islands of the Philippine archi-
wlngo not within the three-mile limit of the
Jorneo cous' was ackuowleded. The conten-
tion of the United Btates 1s that the territory
trans‘erred by Spain to this Government by
the Parls treaty fncluled all the Spanish pos-
wemsions and that Cagayan nnd Sibutu were
pot incladed withio the boundaries set forth in
the treaty because 1o competent authorities
could be found to show that they were spanish
territory. A majority of the authorities failed
to mention what nation they belong»d to. It
was not until after the ratification of the treaty
Lad been exchanged that the United Rtates
Government learned of the prior treaty be
tween Spain and Great Brituin, in which Span-
[sh sovereignty over the two islands was ae-
knowledged, The islands are of no use to
spain, according to ofMleial authorities hera,
and this knowledge confirms the belief that
Spaiu is seeking to secure thelrreturn in order
to sell them to some other nation.

unless it were proved that they were destined
for an snemvy's military eamps

In the ca=e of the 8alioe, the objection of the
United Stares was that her seizure was an une
warranted interfearence with trade ofa ohar-
acter which admitted of no question asto its
absolute neutrality, The Sabine left New
York for British ports in South Afriea and
therefore, according to the cantention of the
I nited States, any question concerning the
nature of her ecargo must be settied by the
British authoritios after it had hoen landed at
the British ports to which it was eonsignad,
The Government regarded the scizare as un-
defensible for the reason that the Sabine's
eargn could not in any cireumstance, have
reached  Boar territory, exeept with the
knowladge of the British authorities in Natal
and Cape Colony )
